Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date'of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e)).

Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by St. 
Pierre et al., WO 00/17951. 
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St. Pierre et al. disclose a fuel cell system which includes a cell stack assembly 
(10) with 

a sump (174) containing water and glycol (176); 
a heat exchanger (210); 

a first feed means for feeding a heat source to the heat exchange (the output of 
the coolant loop from the fuel cell); 

a second feed means (pump 1 94) for feeding antifreeze coolant (glycol) to the 
heat exchanger. 

With regards to claim 5, when the pump in non-operational, it is a valve, since it 
stops fluid flow. Stopping the pump/valve stops fluid flow in the coolant loop, and thus 
the heat exchange is by-passed. — - 
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Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ap, US 
2002/0040896 A1. 

Ap discloses a fuel cell system which includes 

a fuel cell stack (12) having a sump or receptacle (36 and 68) containing water; 
a heat exchange means (34); 

a first feed means (pump 34) for feeding a heat source (output from heater 40) to 

the heat exchanger; 

a source of antifreeze coolant (coolant loop 32); and 

a second feed means (pump 66) for feeding antifreeze coolant to the heat 

exchanger and passing the heated antifreeze to the sump (68). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-4. 6-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art fails to disclose a fuel cell system which includes a heat exchanger 
which is fed an antifreeze coolant and a heat source which comprises a catalytic 
combustor. 

Claims 13-22 are allowed. The prior art fails to disclose a method for operating a 
fuel cell system which includes starting up a fuel cell by providing a sump for the fuel 
cell which contains ice, passing water from the sump to a flash vaporizer and mixing the 
vaporized water with the combustion product of a catalytic combustor.
